Benson’a original Intention was 
to recommend a system of sliding- 
acale, or flexible, government sup­ 
port prices for farm products; that 
it be substituted for the present 
so-called rigid program whereby 
the government steps in to support 
prices of basic agricultural com­ 
modities when those prices drop 
to 90 per cent of parity. 
Under the proposed flexible pro­ 
gram, the government would not 
step in until prices reach a some­ 
w hat lower stage, ranging down­ 
w ard probably to about 75 per cent 
The exact point between 75 and 90 
per cent of parity where the gov­ 
ernm ent would start to support 
prices, would depend on a variety 
of 
factors 
including 
available 
supplies of the particular commod­ 
ity involved. 
Benson and his closest advisors 
now are said to feel, albeit with 
reluctance, that farm ers have de- 
onstrated that they want to keep 
the rigid 90 per cent price supports, 
at least through the 1955 crop year 
for which Congress must legislate 
when ‘t returns in January. The 


present farm program runs only 
to the end of next year. 
Recent droughts on top of the 
two-year decline In farm prices — 
Including their preclpltiou* drop in 
the closing days of the Truman Ad­ 
m inistration — 
apparently have 
changed the minds of many farm­ 
ers who when they voted last No­ 
vember clearly wanted to get* gov­ 
ernm ent out of farming. 
Although the decline has virtual­ 
ly stopped and prices have levelled 
off under the Republicans, farmers 
still seem to feel too shaky about 
their cash income position to be 
willing to accept the lowered sup­ 
port prices. 
Benson, however, will continue 
to work for eventual adoption of 
the flexible support program as a 
major step toward what he believes 
should be the ultimate goal of the 
GGP — to restore free enterprise 
to agriculture and to get govern­ 
ment out of it. 
Meanwhile, 
r e c o m m e n d a ­ 
t i o n s will be submitted soon by 
the two big national farm organiza­ 
tions, the National Grange and the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
The Grange this week winds up 
a 10-day convention at Burlington. 
Vt., by discussing and acting on 
resolutions which will embody the 
ideas of its members as to what the 
future farm program should be 
Although it has been supporting 
Benson, the Grange is inclined to 
favor some extension of the rigid 
supports, with a flexible system 
as the ultim ate goal. It also is ex­ 
pected to advocate some sort of 
two-price plan to expand foreign 
m arkets for agricultural products. 
A real Donnybrook may occur 
next month in Chicago when the 
Farm Bureau holds its convention. 
Its national president, Allen B. 
Kline, is one of the staunchest sup­ 
porters of Benson and flexible sup­ 
ports. However, some state farm 
bureaus already have gone on re 
cord as favoring continuation of the 
rigid supports and have promised 
a bitter fight on the issue next 
month. 
The Administration is said to 
feel that not much more will be 
heard about the abortive attempt 
of the Farm ers Jnion to force sup 
ports on live cattle prices or about 
Benson’s reorganization of the Soil 
Conservation Service, Both of these 
incidents are regarded as having 
been tempests which already have 
blown over.

Life Span Grows 
Among Diabetics 


NEW YORK — Expectation of 
life among diabetics has increased 
substantially, insurance statistic­ 
ians report. 
Analysis among thousands of dia­ 
betics treated at the Joslin Clinic 
in Boston shows that 35 per cent of 
the patients had lived 20 years or 
more after the onset of the disease 
The list of causes of death is be­ 
coming more and more like that 
among non-diabetics. 
Diabetic coma, which before in 
sulin was the m ajor cause of death 
among diabetics, was responsible 
for only 1.0 per cent of recent 
deaths. Death from infection, like­ 
wise, has been reduced. 
A m ajor proportion of the deaths 
was accounted for by heart dis­ 
ease of tjie coronary type, a condi­ 
tion which occurs earlier and de­ 
velopes faster in diabetics than in 
non-diabetics.

NEW YORK—(INS) — An ex- 
perlmentnl polio vaccine will be 
given to nearly one million Ameri­ 
can s< hool children, beginning in 
the South next February, in a test 
that should show whether the great 
crippler has been conquered. 
The National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis announced de- 
tailed plans Monday night for this 
"showdown” with polio. It may 
he the payoff of a mighty, 40-year 
assault on the disease. 
The nationwide "trial run” of 
the vaccine will be limited to 
second-grade school children in 200 
counties, the foundation explained, 
because this is the only sure way 
to tell whether the "shots” really 
will make youngsters immune to 
the disease. 
Answer in 1955 
The answer will not be known 
until 1965- and no vaccine will be 
available for general, unlimited ; 
distribution until then at the ear­ 
liest. 
These are the essentials of the 
test plan, the foundation said: 
Eich second-grader in private. | 
public and parochial schools in the 
200 test counties, beginning Feb. 8. 
will get three shots of the vaccine 
in their arms within five weeks, 
provideu the schools and parents 
consent. 
fcan tles Not Selected Yet 
The counties—still to be selected 
—must have a history of high polio 
infection, June-to-September epi­ 
demics, an attack rate that hits 
hardest at children in the second- 
grade, sevpn-year-old age group, 
and good health facilities. 
The experimental vaccine Is the 
widely-heralded substance devel­ 
oped by Dr. Jonas Salk of the 
University of Pittsburgh and tested 
so far on 700 human volunteers 
with apparent safety and success. 
It is made of the three strains 
of polio virus, grown in test-tube 
"cultures” of monkey tissue and 
then killed or “inactivated” by a 
bath in formalin, a formaldehyde 
preparation. Mixed with water, it 
Is injected into an arm muscle.
